strictly to the principles laid down by 
his parent. The breathless body was 
then turned over to one of the Humane 
Society's officers and put through the 
treatment recommended. The Society 
had the satisfaction of seeing Mr. White 
revive, and in a short time return to the 
water without apparent unpleasant: con- 
sequences, thus proving his theory by 
illustration nt the risk of death. Such 
experiments with human life are not al- 
together worthy of repetition, but the 
purpose served' was so single and hu- 
mane that the Society should at least add 
one more medal to' those worn by the 
daring swimmer.

Iu much less time than I liave taken to 
describe it; and when again the-stm 
bursts forth, the clouds disperse, and all 
feara are allayed that the earthquake 
will come again thin clay, then the kneel- 
ing figures "jump up «s lively M they 
knelt down, anct the laughing and the 
gossiping begin. 
Beside "the public 


fountains, the dark-eyed senorita, with 
the powder on only half her face, gath- 
ers and rolls up her masses of heavy 
hair, and smiling, Hits into the house to 
complete her toilette; and the vociferous 
cries of the water-men, the calls of the 
cake and dulco venders, and the bustle 
of busy citv life commence exactly where 
they were interrupted nn hour before! 


Such-is the levity of these people, so 


accustomed have they become to these 
earthquake shocks; that they will dance, 
and flirt, and sing; go through all the 
different gradations of horror, terror, 
abject despair, faintiiigs, prayings, kneel- 
ings, luea-culpa cries nnd shriekiugs, 
during the few short seconds of an earth- 
quake5 vibration; nud forget its terrors as 
soon as it has passed quiveringly by. 


But, with n foreigner, the case is very 


different. 
HB may have been through 


fire and flood, through the dangers of 
shipwreck, aud through hairbreadth es- 
ca<)es on land and on sea; but the longer 
lie'lives in this volcanic country; the 
more he treads its thin, lava-crusted ssil, 
aud studies the inner volcanic forces of 
its strata: the ofteuer he experiences an 
cver-so-slight vibration of an earthquake, 
the more he dreads and fears it: the 
more solemn are his reflections as the 
earth and sea rock and jar; and, as to 
becoming used to it, only a native-born 
Peruvian can say that with any shadow 
of truth.

Modern tcacl 
ing is not conducted upon the principle 
of what can be drawn out as well as put 
into the head of the pupil; it is pretty 
much nil cram, and the text-book sharp 
who can invent the most plausible brain- 
stuffing machinery, and the publishing 
firm that can, to use a mining phrase, 
"place it" best on the market, have the 
people where the hair is short. They 
have a big thing, and it is their intention 
to press it to the last degree.
